NEW YORK, Sept. 9.— “ Big T im ” Sullivan is missing. 
Fears 
are expressed that the once powerful political leader may never be 
found alive, but every effort is being made today to find some trace 
of him. 
It has now been a week since “ Big Tim ” eluded his guards 
in the house of his brother, Patrick Sullivan, and disappeared into 
the night. 
Tim had but one dollar in money in his possession and no 
trains to or from New York passed the country place where he was 
confined for several hours after Sullivan disappeared. 
‘‘Big Tim ” 
could not appear on the streets of New' York without being recog­ 
nized immediately, but the only clue received as to his whereabouts 
was run down and proved worthless. 
Though Sullivan’s physical condition is said to have improved 
of late, his mental condition has show-n little change. 
He was re­ 
moved from a sanitarium to a house fitted up for him by his broth­ 
er on East Chester road some time ago.
